“Between the Matz and the Oise 
the enemy, despite his resistance, 
gave way under the energetic thrust 
of our troops, and Lassigny fell into 
our hands. 

“Further south we gained a foot- 
ing on Plemont and occupied Orval 
Wood; we carried our lines to the 
outskirts of Chiry-Ourscamps. 

“East of the Oise our troops con- 
inued their success during the course 
of the day. On tne left Carlepont 
Wood fell into our power, and we 
reached the Olse to the east of Noyon 
between Sempigny and Pontofse. 

“Further east we crossed the road 

between Noyon and Coucy-le-Cha- 
teau. We took Camelin-et-le-Fresne 
and Blerancourt, and advanced our 
lines to the outskirts of St. Aubin.

Bad as he admits the treaties to 
be, Harden can see no alternative 
for Germany but to revise them in 
concert with the Bolshevists, since, 
though their hands are steeped in 
blood, they are the onlv party in

The rela- 
tive turnout at the primary polls is materially 
influenced by the number of spirited contests for 
nomination in the respective parties. Besides, it 
has time and again been shown that the dominant 
party in a State, even though dominant by a 
small majority, will normally poll a larger pro- 
portion of its strength than the so-called minor- 
ity party. 

However, primary figures often reveal interest- 
ing features in the political situation and afford 
a basis for estimating sentiment no more empiric 
than that of other guesses. Returns on the late 
Missouri primary show that, despite the great 
importance of the office and the intense rivalry 
between two opposing candidates, no less than 
12,253 Democrats who went to the polls cast no 
ballot for a senatorial candidate, though they 
voted for other candidates on the State ticket. 
It is believed that a comparison between the total 
Democratic vote for local candidates and the vote 


for Senator would reveal an even greater dispar- |: 


ity. On the other hand, no less than 16,775 Re- 
publicans who went to the polls also failed to 
cast a ballot for a senatorial candidate, though 
they also voted for other State-ticket candidates. 
This indifference on the part of voters to the of- 
fice to which it might be supposed the chief inter- 
est would attach, in view of the pendency of war 
issues, is a remarkable feature of the returns and 
is not easily explained. It amounts to 6 per cent 
in the case of Democrats and 13 per cent in the. 
case of Republicans. 

The total Democratic vote on Senator was 195,- 
606 and the total Republican vote 112,736, the 
Democrats voting on this office exceeding the 
Republicans by 82,870. Assuming that the Demo- 
cratic nominee can command the full support of 
his party, his election might seem to be assured. 
But that is an assumption whose accuracy only 
the election day returns can show. The Demo- 
cratic primary vote in 1916 showed a comfortable 
excess of Democrats over Republican votes, but 
Gov. Gardner was elected in November by the 
narrowest of pluralities and Republicans have al- 
ways insisted that a recount would have shown 
his defeat. 

The total vote of both parties in the State was 
337,370, an unexpectedly good showing in view of 
the tens of thousands of voters who have gone 
into war service from all parts of Missouri and 
the relatively poor turnout fn 8st: Louis City.

PEACHES. 


HILE practically all commer- 
W cial dried peaches are dried 
unpeeled, the fastidious 
housewife will usually prefer to peel 
her home supply. To do _ this by 
hand is an exceedingly tedious task 
if considerable quantities are to be 
handled, and under such circum- 
stances lye peeling may advantage- 
ously be employed. The lye solu- 
tion is made by dissolving commer- 
cial concentrated lye in water at the 
rate of one pound to 10 gallons, and 
is used boiling hot. 

Heat in a graniteware or enam- 
eled vessel, place the peaches in 4 
heavy wire or wooden basket and 
plunge into the boiling solution for 
one-half to one and one-half min- 
utes, moving up and down to hasten 
contact with the lye. The exact time 
necessary differs with variety and 
degree of ripeness and is indicated 
by the appearance of fine cracks or 
checks in the peel. 

Remove and plunge immediately 
into cold water and move about to 
wash off the lye, after which the 
peels may be removed by rubbing 
between the hands or with a fairly 
stiff bristle brush. They are then 
washed to remove adhering lye and 
are halved by a circular cut with a 
knife, the halves separated and 
placed, stone cavity up, side by side 
on the drying tray. It is not advis- 
able to employ steam blanching with 
peeled peaches, since the effect of 
the moist heat upon the exposed 
flesh causes an escape of juice which 
seriously impairs the flavor and food 
value of the fruit, but it may be 
used with peaches which are dried 
without peeling. 

In the artificially heated drier, be- 
gin with a temperature of 120 de- 
grees for peeled peaches and 130 to 
140 for unpeeled. Increase gradual- 
ly to 160 or 165 degrees as the fruit 
becomes almost dry. 

The product is sufficiently dry 
when the pieces have attained a pli- 
able, leathery, condition and no 
moisture can be pressed out of the 
freshly cut surfaces of the larger 
pieces. 

Transfer from the drier to a large, 
clean wooden or pasteboard box, 
cover with muslin to admit air while 
excluding insegts, place the box in 
a warm room and out of direct sun- 
light or strong daylight, and stir 
daily until the fruit has attained uni- 
form condition throughout, after 
which the fruit may be packed into 
containers and stored.

N earlier article told of the 

clever work done by Agnes 

Ford in enabling the Confed- 

erate guerilla, Mosby, to raid Fair- 

fax Courthouse, Va., and capture 

United States Birgadier-General 

Stoughton and most of the latter’s 
staff, and 58 cavalry horses.
